NEW YORK, Aug. 19 (AP).- 
Jack Ruby has been quoted 
from purported actual word-by- 
word testimony before the War- 
ren Commission is insisting be 
killed Lee Harvey Oswald on the 
spur of the moment last No- 
vember 94. 

In a copyrighted story yester- 
day by New York JoumaLAmer- 
ican columnist Dorothy Kflgal- 
len, Roby is quoted as having 
told Chief Justice Earl Warren 
during interrogation last June 7: 
‘JTwas never malicious toward 
this person. No one else re- 
quested me to do anything. I 
never spoke to anyone about at- 
tempting to do anything. No 
subversive organist 2. ;n gave me 
any idea. No underworld per- 
sons ypwdft any effort to 
me. 

"It all happened that Sunday 
morning." 

Appeal Now Pending 

Ruby, now S3, stepped out of 
a crowd of newsmen and on- 
lookers in the basement of Dal- 
las police headquarters on Sun- 
day, November 23, and fired a 
single fatal bullet into Oswald, 
who had hem formally charged 
as the assassin of President 
Kennedy two days earlier. 

Condemned to death by a 
Dallas fury list March 14, Ruby 
now is held in the Dallas County 
Jail pending an appeal of his 
conviction. Chief Justice War- 
ren Interviewed him there 
June 7.
